Careless Handling Cause 


of the Decay in 


Oranges. 


Mr. Powell, who is known officially 


as pomologist 
in cbarge of fruit 


transportation and stornge investiga- 
tion, being conducted by the U. S. 
government, with 
headquarters 
at 


Riverside, Cal., addressed a large 
gathering of orange growers of this 
valley in the offices of the Covina 
High Land Association on Thursday 
morning, giving a fall and complete 
account, with the aid of charts, of 
the results accomplished by precool- 
ing the fruit prior to shipment. Ht 
said in part: 


"A brighter day dawns for fruit 


shippers in Southern California—a 
day when they will not have to split 
their profits with the ice trust. 


"Preoooling has icing or ventila- 


tion beaten about two to one; that 
is, 
the experiments indicate that 


there is only about one-half as much 
decay under the precoolng system as 
either ventilation or icing. 


'' (n the preOool ing group, the fruit 


was cooled to a temperature of 35 to 
40 degrees Fahrenheit before ship- 
ment 
in experiments made-. 
Cars 


were iced before loading • and gener- 
ally 'went forward under standard 
icing,

cooling ranged from three to five 
days. 


A few of the fundamental factors 


that appear to govern the successful 
shipment of oranges, as determined 
by Mr. Powell are that groves should 
be kept free from scale and in good 
condition, in order to avoid necessity 
of washing fruit; that picking, haul- 
ing and packing house operations 
should be such as to preserve the 
natural immunity of the fruit, rather 
than to make it susceptible through 
rough 
mechanical 
handling; 
that 


shipments should be made promptly 
after picking and packing, at the 
lowest practical temperatures; that 
much depends on the organization of 
the citrus fruit business, the system 
of labor hiring, the methods of pick- 
ing and hauling the fruit, the system 
of packing bouse management, and 
the methods and efficiency of trans- 
portation. 


At the close of his address he told 


the growers present of the many 
drawbacks and troubles experienced 
by the orange growers of Florida as 
compared to those of California.

"Beginning in April and extending 


to the present time, another group 
of precooled fruit has been shipped 
to New York, with 549 to 584 boxes 
in each car, an increase of more than 
40 per ceut over the standard car of 
381 boxes. 
The fruit has arrived in 


market in practically sound condition 
when cooled quickly after packing. 


"An investigation has been made 


of the decay iu unhruabed aud in 
brushed fruit free from visible me- 
chanical 
injuries, 
in 
apparently 


sound fruit washed in cleau water, 
in fruit washed in dirty water infect- 
ed with blue mold spores, aud iu 
fruit with each orange injured with 
clippers, by a stem puncture, or by 
some other type of visible abrasion. 
This fruit has been held iu the pack- 
ing houses and has not been shipped. 
The experiments have extended over 
three months in about thirty packing 
houses. 
The average data obtained 


as to decay is as follows:

The young 
surgeon bled the king, and Daquln got 
Us money. 


in the meantime a message had been 


dispatched for Marecbal, who was not 
far off. He returned to Versailles In 
haste and'was much surprised to find 
that the king, whom he had left In the 
best of health, had been bled. He was 
not on friendly terms with Uafluln, 
and he quickly grasped the situation. 
He went to see the young surgeon and 
forced him to disclose the whole plot. 


When the king learned the truth, he 


fleW into a terrible rage, ordered Da- 
<iuin to be arrested and placed the mut- 
ter in the hands of the council of state. 
'That obsequious body, after a very 
«hort deliberation, unanimously voted 
that the physician who had trafficked 
in the blood of the king deserved death. 
'The royal wrath, however, subsided to 
•some extent, and he graciously spared 
Daquin's life, bu,t deprived him of his 
•office and exiled him from the court to 
Qulmper-Corentln. 
The too greedy 


physician did not long survive his dis- 
grace.—London Standard.
